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"TEMPORAL  SALVATION  IS  INSEPARABLY  CONNECTED  VI TH  OUR  PROGRESS 
IN  SPIRITUAL  SALVATION" 

I  am  particularly  writing  this  article  for  the  "benefit  of 
those  who  have  made  covenants  with  God  declaring  their  willingness 
"to  take  upon  them  the  name  of  His  Son,  Jesus,  Christ,  and  to  always 
remember  him  and  keep  the  commandments  which  he  has  >friven  them, 
that  they  may  always  have  His  Spirit  to  "be  with  them"  ;  also  to  those 
who  may  be  investigating  the  laws  and  commandments  of  G-od  in  antici- 
pation of  entering  into  that  Covenant,  that  we  all  may  be  led  into 
obedience,  and  the  enjoyment  of  all  the  blessings  which  God  has  pre- 
pared for  us,  and  not  come  short  of  any  good  thing. 

In  the  course  of  my  travels  as  a  missionary  declaring  the  Res- 
toration of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  I  frequently  come  face  to 
face  with  those  of  all  denominations  who  confess  faith  in  the  word 
of  God  and  reckon  themselves  among  the  followers  of  Jesus  Christ, 
yet  declare  that  their  temporal  conditions  remain  very  deplorable 
year  after  year. 

Surely  there  must  be  some  adjustable  reason  for  this  unhappy 
condition  or  the  words  of  Jesus  Christ  to  his  disciples  have  failed. 
He  said:  "Seek  ye  first  the  kingdom: of  God,  and  his  righteousness; 
'and  all  these  things  shall  be  added  unto  you."  Matt.  6:33. 

The  question  is,  then:  how  may  we  obtain  them? 

For  the  past  twenty-four  years  I  have  had  excellent  opportun- 
ity for  watching  the  growth  of  Temporal  and  Spiritual  Salvation  in 
the  homes  of  the  Latter-day  Saints,  collectively  and  individually, 
as  they  have  obediently  observed  counsel  and  obeyed  the  divine  laws 
which  God  has  so  graciously  revealed  for  mankind  through  his  latter- 
day  prophets.   I  have,  also  seen  where  blessings  have  been  withheld 
through  indifference  -  to  counsel,  that  for  me  to  declare  that  Tempor- 
al Salvation  is  inseparably  connected  with  our  progress  in  Spiritual 
Salvation  becomes  quite  natural. 

It  may  be  helpful  to  us  all.  if  we  remember  that  God  is  not 
bound  by  any  promise  he  has  made  when  we  fail  or  discontinue  to  obey 
the  law  upon  which  the  blessing  is  predicated.   The  Lord  made  this 
very  clear  in  a  Revelation  to  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith:  "For  all  who 
will  have  a  blessing  at  my  hands  shall  abide  the  law  which  was  ap- 
pointed for  that  blessing,  and  the  conditions  thereof,  as  were'  insti- 
tuted from  before  the  foundation  of  the  world."  Doc.  &   Gov.  132:5. 

This  eternal  law  applies  to  all  the  human  race,  irrespective; 
for  God  is  no  respector  of  persons;  He  invites  all  to  seek  and  find 
the  correct  way  to  joy  and  happiness  for  our  present  as  well  as  for 
our  future  state,  and  has  inspired  His  servants  to  teach  the  way  to 
obtain  them. 

Sometimes  there  are  those  who  associate  with  the  Church  and 
Kingdom  of  God,  but  fail  to  receive  the  desires  of  their  hearts  be- 
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cause  they  are  indifferent,  and  become  wilfully  blind.  They  are 
they  who  impute  unfaithfulness  to  the  promises  of  God  as  declared 
through  the  Scriptures. 

To  such  I  would  suggest  a  careful  examination  of  the  declar- 
ation made  by  the  Apostle  James,  see  James  4:1-3:  "From  whence  come 
wars  and  fightings  among  you?  come  they  not  hence,  even  of  your 
lusts  that  war  in  your  members?  Ye  lust,  and  have  not:  ye  kill,  and 
desire  to  have,  and  cannot  obtain:  ye  fight  and  war,  yet  ye  have  not 
because  ye  ask  not.  Ye  ask,  and  receive  not,  because  ye  ask  amiss, 
that  ye  may  consume  it  upon  your  lusts." 

The  children  of  God,  those  who  do  whatsoever  he  commandeth 
them,  are  entitled  to  the  spirit  of  wisdom  to  guide  them  in  their 
daily  walk  of  life  and  in  the  spirit  of  wisdom  the  good  things  of 
heaven  and  earth  are  obtainable.  Wisdom  will  not  forget  that  we  must 
first  learn  to  obey  the  law  upon  which  the  blessing  is  obtainable. 

The  members  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
are  not  a  people  who  imagine  that  they  have  special  claims  on  the 
bounties  of  Heaven  and  earth  by  just  praying  for  them;  we  believe 
in  seeking  wisdom  to  guide  us  in  the  most  pleasing  way  to  obtain 
them.  Thus  by  exercise  of  our  own  efforts  and  a  willingness  to  sub- 
ordinate any  obstacle  which  is  an  hinderance,  we  go  after  them. 

As  we  progress'  in  our  efforts  we  usually  find  the  obstacles 
to  be  wasted  time  and  means  through  indulging  in  things  which  are 
non-productive  of  joy  ,  and  often  destroying  our  health,  thus  doub- 
ling up  on  wastefulness. 

The  man  who  is  willing  to  accept  the  counsel  of  God  regarding 
strong  drinks,  use  of  tobacco,  tea  and  coffee,  and  using  meat  spar- 
ingly --  has  direct  advantage  of  from  one  pound  upwards  each  month 
which  might  be  a  very  substantial  figure  toward  adding  to  the  com- 
fort of  the  home;  and  indirectly , the  many  sick  days  with  medical 
expenses;  the  loss  of  a  good  reputation  and  regular  employment;  and 
not  infrequently  the  cause  of  the  loss  of  a  good  character,  which 
when  gone  is  hard  to  re-establish. 

Hot  alone  is  the  non-observance  of  the  Word  of  Wisdom  a  chan- 
nel for  the  loss  of  hard  earned  wages  so  sorely  needed  to  provide 
the  many  little  comforts  for  all  in  the  home,  and  the  loss  of  rep- 
utation and  character,  but  very  frequently  it  is  the  real  cause  of 
many  most  precious  hours  being  wasted  which  otherwise  could  and 
ought  to  be  used  in  the  study  of  useful  sciences  by  which  the  ladder 
of  success  can  be  ascended.  Generally  the  working  conditions  with 
the  educational  facilities  now  offered  afford  all  opportunities  for 
advancement . 

There  is  an  excessive  demand  today  for  frivolous  pleasures, 
many  of  whichtend  toward  slothfulness  and  waste  being  non-essential 
to  happiness.  These  excesses  have  become  inimical  to  the  mental, mor- 
al and  physical  progress  of  the  individual  in  the  home;  thus  they 
are  a  detriment  to  the  community.  The  Latter-day  Saints,  or  all  who 
will  obtain  temporal  salvation,  must  keep  their  desires  for  waste- 
ful excesses,  of  whatever  nature  they  be,  under  absolute  control. 
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Give  more  time  to  the  study  of  the  Scriptures  and  you  will 
find  their  great  value. 

Paul  told  Timothy:  "All  scripture  is  given  by  inspiration  of 
God,  and  is  profitable  for  doctrine,  for  reproof,  for  correction, 
for  instruction  in  righteousness:  That  the  man  of  God  may  be  perfect, 
"Shci'imghly  furnished  unto  all  good  works." 

:i  .■  Many  of  the  world's  best  examples  for  .-character  and  public 
service  are  those  who  have  had  to  pass  through  great  self  denial 
utilizing  their  spare  moments  in  prayerful  study  to  provide  for 
their  own  and  family  needs;  therefore,  do  not  allow  yourselves  to 
be  chained  down  by  pernicious  habits  which  will  rob  you  of  the  tem- 
poral blessings  of  life.  He  that  do^es  need  not  wait  till  after  death 
to  find  out  the  damnation,  he  is  damned  right  here  and  now,  and  un- 
less he-  repents,  removes  these  damns,  he  will  never  be  able  to  ob- 
tain the  blessings  promised  by  the  Saviour  of  the  World  in  this  life 
or  in  the  life  to  come. 

I  believe  President  Brigham  Young  once  declared  that:  "a  re- 
ligion which. had  not  the  vitality  within  its  teachings  to  give  a 
temporal  salvation  would  lack  the  elements  of  the  Spiritual."  .  . 

God  has  declared  through  the  prophet  Malachi,  a  system  which 
will  insure  his  blessings  temporally,  socially,  and  spiritually  up- 
on his  people:  "Will  a  man  rob  God?  Yet  ye  have  robbed  me.  But  ye 
say,  Wherein  have  we  robbed  thee?  In  tithes  and  offerings.  Ye  are 
cursed  with  s    curse:  for  ye  have  robbed  me,  even  this  whole  nation. 
Bring  ye  all  the  tithes  into  the  store-house,  that  there  may  be  meat 
in  mine  house,  and  prove  me  now  herewith,  saith  the  Lore5  of  hosts, 
if  I  will  not  open  you  the  windows  of  heaven,  and  pour  you  out  a 
blessing,  that  there  shall  not  be  room  enough  to  receive  it.  And  I 
will  rebuke  the  devourer  for  your  sakes,  and  he  shall  not  destroy 
the  fruits  of  your  ground;  neither  shall  your  vine  cast  her  fruit 
before  the  time  in  the  field,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts.  And  all  na- 
tions shall  call  you  blessed:  for  ye  shall  be  a  delightsome  land, 
saith  the  Lord  of  hosts."
